An Urban Renewal Inquiry? 


THE MANCHESTER CONFERENCE ON URBAN RENEWAL, which 
ended on Saturday last, must be acknowledged a very 
considerable success, both socially and from the interest 
it has aroused in its important subject, in the national 
Press no less than among its members. There is no doubt 
that the Monico inquiry and report gave an edge to the 
proceedings, and SIR KEITH JOSEPH, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Ministry of Housing and Local Government, 
who addressed the conference on the second morning, 
cannot have been left in doubt that the architectural pro- 
fession as a whole is deeply interested in a subject that is 
becoming vital—from traffic as well as amenity stand- 
points—and is concerned that powers to meet the 
challenge of piecemeal speculative development appear 
to be inadequate. 

It is here that some uncertainty makes itself felt. Sir 
Keith declared himself more than once as being satisfied 
that present planning legislation is adequate to give plan- 
ning authorities control. Almost the whole weight of 
professional experience in the conference was against him, 
and this conflict of opinion adds force to the body of 
opinion, headed by MR. ARTHUR LING, which believes that 
there should be an immediate and complete review of 
the legal and financial implications of planning in central 
areas. It was news, and welcome news, that the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government, MR. BROOKE, has set 
up a small study group to research into problems on the 
ground and to make some practical experiments. Is this 
enough? Is there not a case for a committee with much 


wider powers and of a comprehensive character to do for 
Urban Redevelopment what the Reith Committee did for 
New Towns? The conference, almost to a man, believes 
that the case has been made out, and it is hoped that 
Sir Keith and his Minister will act upon the advice.

Mr. Alfred Potter to Retire 


FOR NEARLY half a century no name in 
this country has been more closely asso- 
ciated with town planning than that of 
Alfred Potter. Beginning his professional 
career under the late Sir George Pepler 
when Sir George and Mr. E. G. Allen 
were in practice together before the first 
world war, Mr. Potter accepted the post 
of Secretary of the Town Planning Insti- 
tute as long ago as 1914 and he has held 
it with marked distinction ever since. 
Now he is to retire. Himself a successful 
planner (he practised in partnership with

Mr. Allen for over twenty years), his 
greatest achievement has been the 
organisation and building up of the Town 
Planning Institute. Some glimpse of the 
value and arduous nature of this work 
may be gained from the increase in the 
Institute’s membership from 64 in 1914 to 
over 4,000 today, the establishment of nine 
branches covering the British Isles and 
three branches overseas, and affiliation 
with Institutes of Planning in Australia, 
India, New Zealand and South Africa, 
Mr. Potter has also acted as Secretary to 
the Joint Examination Board throughout 
its existence from 1930 to 1960, and has 
had much to do with the growth of the 
educational system and its spread to 
twenty other countries. In recognition of 
his great services to the cause of town 
planning he was awarded an OBE in 1949, 
and it must have been a great satisfaction 
to him that the Royal Charter, first 
sought in 1947, was conferred on the 
Institute by Her Majesty the Queen in 
June last year.

The total number of monuments now 
scheduled in England alone is stated to 
be 6,568, and at the current rate of pro 
gress it will take about thirty years to 
complete the scheduling of approximately 
15,000 monuments. The Board have good 
reason to doubt ‘ whether the number of 
staff employed by the Ministry on 
scheduling is sufficient to keep up with 
the work although more time is being 
given to the task.’

From Our Own 


ANY REGRETS which conference travellers 
by road from the south might have felt 
at leaving the wonderful country round 
Dovedale and plunging into the murk of 
Stockport were fast forgotten in the 
tremendous welcome that awaited them 
in Manchester. ‘ Hell is a City,’ the cur- 
rent film release in the County Palatinate, 
may or may not in the architectural sense 
describe Manchester; if it does, then the 
analogy should be taken farther and its 
inhabitants, and particularly its archi- 
tects, be identified with the denizens of 
that Underworld whom we have always 
suspected as being the best company. 


The Interest of Manchester 


Manchester had put on its best face for 
the occasion and its best weather (the sun 
shone without intermission, even over 
Old Trafford), and members and their 
wives were able to get about to the 
various buildings with which the Con- 
ference was concerned on foot and with- 
out even a thought about raincoats. The 
first visit was to the informal reception 
given by the Manchester Society in 
Charles Barry’s Art Gallery, where guests 
were kindly welcomed by the local Presi- 
dent, PROFESSOR R. A. CORDINGLEY and by 
MR. AND MRS. BASIL SPENCE. Pride of place 
in the Gallery had been given to an 
exhibition of Manchester architecture, 
both Victorian and recent and projected 
work. Brilliantly photographed and 
splendidly mounted, the exhibition did 
great credit to the sub-committee and its 
convener, MR. W. C. SMITH, but above all 
to Manchester architects whose quality is 
such that, given the opportunity by local 
government and industry, they should 
transform the Manchester scene in ways 
that will command the respect of archi- 
tectural critics of 2060. 


Those who would write off pre-war 
Manchester as being in an architectural 
twilight would only succeed in declaring 
themselves as unperceptive. For those 
that use their eyes there is a great wealth 


Representative 


of fine building, not always easy to find, 
for Manchester does not believe in the 
uses of the vista, or perhaps its street 
layout does not encourage the best set- 
tings. Yet of European towns it is one 
of the few that has preserved a great open 
space at its very centre. Manchester’s 
Piccadilly is very different from its 
London namesake. And in such buildings 
as the Cathedral church, Rylands 
Library and the Town Hall, Manchester 
has buildings in which any city could 
take pride. The town hall, where the 
Conference enjoyed a mayoral reception 
on the Thursday night, is called, and 
rightly so, Paul Waterhouse’s master- 
piece. Waterhouse claimed that the style 
was essentially of the 19th-century, 
‘a view with which those who admire 
13th-century architecture and those who 
deplore Victorian Gothic would heartily 
agree,” as MR. CECIL STEWART, compiler 
of the admirable Conference handbook, 
puts it. Certainly the two grand stair- 
cases with open traceried screens and the 
great hall, with Ford Maddox Brown’s 
paintings justify the word ‘ thrilling.’ 


Among those at the civic reception 
were Mr. Stewart himself (properly clad 
in the Stewart tartan) and MR. GEORGE 
GRENFELL BAINES, who received many 
congratulations on his recently bestowed 
honour. Mr. Baines, who had spent the 
week examining at Liverpool, said that 
he detected a new interest by students in 
romantic architecture accompanied by a 
swing away from curtain-walling. The 
problem, he thinks, will be to foster this 
interest without a return to copyism. 
Listening to this in Waterhouse’s great 
building made one think how right are 
the Liverpool students.

spoilt in scale by small flower beds cut 
into the turf. This function’s main use 
is for enthusiastic photographers who 
annually expose some hundreds of yards 
of film, and if the 1962 conference 1s 
recast in form, this may be one of the 
casualties which few would regret. But 
the sun did shine, in contrast to other 
garden parties, and there was opportunity 
to meet and talk with friends from many 
parts, and for the ladies to show their 
hats (of which there were some notable 
examples).

The Dinner 

Perversely, there were some who could 
have wished for Manchester’s reputation 
for rain to be fulfilled, if only to cool 
down the Midland Hotel where the con- 
ference banquet was held on Friday night. 
So hot was the anteroom of the hotel 
that the sigh of relief that went up when 
dinner was announced by a singularly 
pontifical toastmaster could have been 
heard in the American bar. The dinner 
itself, not remarkable as a meal it must 
be confessed, was memorable as being 
the best feast of oratory that one 
remembers over many conferences, fit in 
fact to rank with the post-war Dublin 
meeting. MR. SPENCE (who received an 
ovation due, one would like to think, as 
much to his efforts over the past two 


years to put the profession on the map 
as to the knighthood he is to receive on 
July 5) has never been in better form than 
on this, the occasion of his swansong. In 
content as in crispness of delivery he was 
at his best, and indeed his contribution 
to the success of the business meetings 
was considerable, in keeping the business 
moving briskly. 

The other speeches were equally bril- 
liant, notably that of SIR WILLIAM 
HOLFORD, president-elect, who told a 
number of excellent stories while yet con- 
triving to make a plea for better archi- 
tectural advice in city centre develop- 
ment. Two of his stories about the 
Monico site inquiry (‘ the aim-is to make 
Piccadilly a place fit for Eros to live in’ 
and * Piccadilly is rather like the Govern- 
ment statistical publication ‘“* The popula- 
tion of the British Isles, broken down by 
age and sex’”’’) were received with shouts 
of joy. Altogether this was a fitting end 
to the official conference proceedings. 


The Conference Subject 

Various opinions were heard on the 
business sessions, but there can be only 
one on the publicity which the subject 
‘Urban Renewal’ attracted: first-rate. 
Not only the Manchester papers but the 
national dailies carried good reports of 
the sessions and the RIBA and Mr. 
MALCOLM MACEWEN, the chief information 
officer, win high praise for this. THE LORD 
MAYOR gave the conference a brisk start 
and MR. LEONARD HOWITT, who received 
the MSA medal for the best building of 
the year for his Blackley Crematorium, 
set the audience in a good mood with the 
quip that, in a building of this kind, 
there could be no complaints from dis 
satisfied customers. 

Whatever the final assessment of the 
value of this particular conference, there 
can be no doubt that the subject has 
caught professional as well as lay interest. 
More open to doubt is the wisdom of 
inviting three speakers to open the ball. 
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Well though each did his part, concentra- 
tion on the subject of Urban Renewal, 
possibly in one paper, would have spotlit 
the essential difficulties and given more 
time for discussion from the floor. As it 
was, only about two hours in all was 
available for members’ contributions, and 
there must have been many who came 
with views to express who did not get the 
chance to express them. There may well 
be support for the idea that the 1962 con- 
ference (next year will be the IUA con- 
gress, in any case different in type) might 
be organised as a truly business meeting 
with discussion going right 
Thursday and Friday morning, oppor 
tunity being given for breaking down 
delegates into study groups, and the con 
sensus of opinion expressed as a resolu 
tion for forwarding to the appropriate 
authority.

The Lord Mayor’s

WELCOMING THE CONFERENCE on Thursday

President’s Opening 
Address 


ATTACK upon land specula- 
made by MR. SPENCE in his 
address opening the conference. ‘ Our 
cities” he said, ‘are the heart of our 
civilisation, our historic and architec- 
tural treasures bear witness to our ability 
to create towns and cities as beautiful and 
civilised as any in the world: Bath, 
Edinburgh, York, Chester, the Georgian 
Terraces, our finest parks and streets con- 
tinue to draw tourists from all over the 
world.

are cornering the limited supply of 
building land in town and country and 
holding the community up to ransom. 
The money that should be going into 
better architecture and higher standards 
is being taken by people who have con- 
tributed nothing to the building process. 
This has grown to the dimensions of a 
public scandal, and threatens to make 
good planning and city reconstruction 
prohibitively expensive. I sympathise 
with builders who find it increasingly dif- 
ficult to build, but we must harness their 
skill and resources to the building of new 
towns and the renewal of old ones, and 
prevent the continued outward sprawl 
over the countryside. 

‘The problem of rebuilding our cities 
bristles with difficulties,” concluded the 
President. ‘We need new powers and 
new sources of money. We need to raise 
our own standard of proficiency, and to 
apply some of our greatest talents to the 
task. But, if the nation decides that the 
job be done, I am sure that we in afl the 
professions concerned can do it. But I 
must add, that if the opportunity is not 
taken now, it will not recur in our time.’

IT WAS REGARDED of utmost importance 
that the Television Centre should form 
an imaginatively conceived and inte 
grated whole. The scheme has been 
divided into five stages, of which 1 to 3 
are complete, stage 4 is nearing comple- 
tion and work on stage 5 will start early 
this summer. Phase 1 consists of one 
small studio with ancillary rooms and 
small office block, for which the design 
was started in April, 1955, and on May 
3, 1956, Granada TV Network went on 
the air. Phase 2 provided one large 
studio, completed in October, 1957. 
Phase 3 included the Dressing Room 
Block, serving existing and future 
studios, Technical Department, Video 
and Audio Tape Recording Rooms, and 
was opened in March, 1959. Phase 4 is 
a 10-storey Office Block, headquarters 
of Granada TV Network. Work started 
on the site in August, 1959, and the 
building will be completed in the 
coming autumn. 

The office block will provide 100,000 
sq. ft. of floor space and will rise 113 ft. 
from Atherton-street, forming part of 
the main elevation to the proposed ring 
road to be developed by the City Cor 
poration. It is closely integrated with 
the existing studios and associated 
buildings, the Reception Hall forming 
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CYRIL SWEETT & PTRS., quantity surveyors, phase

the main entrance to the entire tele 
vision centre. Easy access is provided 
through the reception hall to the 
studios and the technical departments. 

Adjacent to the reception hall is an 
exhibition space and film operations 
department. Above the ground floor 
will be seven floors of offices. On the 
top floor there will be a small amount 
of residential accommodation with a 
roof garden. The building is con 
structed of reinforced concrete with 
beamless floors, giving maximum flexi- 
bility of internal partitioning. All 
modern services will be provided, 
including artificial ventilation. There 
will be acoustic ceilings throughout. 
External cladding is a light aluminium 
curtain wall. 

Phase 5 is the Scenery Construction 
Block and Studio Block. The scenery 
block will form a small modern factory 
with its own design and graphic studios, 
and technical maintenance of all tele- 
vision apparatus will also be carried out 
in this building. The studio block will 
contain two new studios, planned for 
colour television, with ancillary accom 
modation, i.e., dressing rooms, ward 
robe, make-up, rehearsal rooms, etc. 
This stage will commence shortly.

rHE CITY OF MANCHESTER is faced 
with an enormous slum clearance 
problem. It is accepted that 
71,000 new houses are required, 
60,000 of which are to replace 
houses unfit for human _ habita- 
tion, 

[There is a grave shortage of 
sites within the city boundaries 
and many of those sites are liable 
to very considerable subsidence 
from mining operations, and such 
liability obviously imposes certain 
restrictions upon the type of re- 
development which can take place. 

The City Council has deter- 
mined that within the city, re- 
development shall take place at 
a nett density of 90 habitable 
rooms per acre. Until recently 
this has been achieved by large- 
scale use of four-storey maison- 
ettes and an urban type of narrow 
fronted house erected in terraces 
and planned around a communal 
open space at the rear (photo 1: 
the chestnut fencing is temporary 
until the grass is_ established). 
The Corporation has, however, 
now given approval to develop- 
ments incorporating multi-storey 
flats, the latest scheme which is 
now awaiting approval, providing 
for flats up to 16 storeys in height. 
Photos 2 and 3 are of models 
illustrating the types of develop- 
ments proposed. 

Current multi-storey schemes 
also include blocks of nine storey 
flats for single and aged persons 
(Photo 9). This category of tenant 
has previously been accommo- 
dated in bungalows (Photos 4 and 
5) or blocks of three-storey single 
persons flats (Photo 6). 

So far as overspill is concerned, 
Manchester has developed 
schemes in Lancashire, Cheshire 
and Derbyshire, and further large 
schemes are under negotiation. 
The majority of houses in over- 
spill areas are owned and managed 
by Manchester Corporation, a 
small number have been provided 
by neighbouring local authorities 
and two schemes under the Town 
Development Act, 1952, are under 
negotiation. 


The overspill developments 
vary considerably in size from 
about 90 to 4,000 dwellings. They 
are normally planned as exten- 
sions to existing towns or villages 
as at Langley, Middleton, Lancs., 
or Partington, Cheshire. The

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typical overspill layout plan pro 
vides a mixed scheme of houses, 
three-storey flats and four-storey 
maisonettes with a nett density 
of between 50 and 60 rooms to 
the acre. 

The majority of the dwellings 
in these areas are two-storey 
houses as it is considered that 
tenants going out of Manchester 
into semi-rural areas will require 
gardens (photos 7 and 8). A 
small number of aged persons 
bungalows and _ single persons 
flats are also included. 


Some of the latest overspill 
schemes will also include a num- 
ber of multi-storey tower blocks,

sir,—In the notes accompanying Mr. 
Venning’s Cost of Building Charts pub- 
lished in your issue of May 27, it is stated 
that ‘ It would seem that the recent wage 
increase will not be absorbed by the 
industry and the cost will be passed on in 
the form of higher building costs.’ It 
would be interesting to learn how Mr. 
Venning arrives at this conclusion. 

Between the beginning of 1959 and the 
end of March, 1960, there was an in- 
crease of ld. an hour in basic building 
wages, an increase of 9d. a week in the 
cost of holiday stamps, and an increase of 
about 1 per cent in the overall cost of 
materials. Yet over this period the 
official index of building costs published 
by the Ministry of Works remained 
steady at 13 per cent above the average of 
1954. Each of these increases, it seems, 
was absorbed, possibly by increased out- 
put-per-man, aided by more mechanisa- 
tion and greater efficiency. There is no 
reason, therefore, to expect that the 
recent wage increases will be passed on 
in full, as Mr. Venning implies. 

It is noted that Mr. Venning’s line of 
building costs is based ‘ on actual tenders 
for the normal run of building contracts.’ 
At first sight, this approach sounds com- 
mendably realistic; but it has serious 
limitations. For example, opportunities 
of comparing the cost of one building 
with that of another are extremely rare, 
however similar the two may appear to 
be. Exactly similar buildings are seldom 
erected, except perhaps as part of the 
same contract let, at the same time, for 
erection on the same site. There is no 
way of ensuring that the specifications of 
the particular house, factory or power 
station are ‘typical,’ or that changes in 
their cost will be ‘ typical.’ 

Again, while it is possible that Mr. 
Venning has access to a wide range of 
tender prices it is also possible that his 
researches are confined to a small sample, 
not truly representative of the position 
throughout the country, as is the official 
index published by the Ministry. In the 
absence of more precise information 
regarding the basis upon which his cal- 
culations are made the validity of Mr. 
Venning’s charts and conclusions must 
remain in doubt.

Urban Renewal: Procedure and Finance 


sirR,—The loss in time, effort and money 
involved in disputes and inquiries about 
proposed schemes of redevelopment such 
as that for the Monico site (to some of 
the morals of which you referred in your 
leading article last week), must add up to 
a fantastic figure. In view of the immense 
amount of urban renewal to be under- 
taken, however, the cost and trouble of 
these inquiries will have been justified if 
they result in a revision of official pro- 





cedure that will help to resolve or simplify 
the problems of developers and planning 
authorities. 

The shortage of skilled planners adds 
point to the need to tackle promptly and 
vigorously the chief obstacles to large- 
scale redevelopment—land ownership and 
finance. Until these basic difficulties are 
ameliorated, redevelopment is bound to 
be a nerve-wracking, disappointing and 
wasteful business for all concerned. The 
requirements are concisely set forth in 
a recent memorandum on ‘Central Area 
Development’ submitted by the Town 
Planning Institute to the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government, and 
referred to in a recent issue of ‘ The 
Builder.’ I will not take up your space by 
recapitulating them here, but I would 
urge all who are interested in the 
problems of urban renewal to study this 
excellent memorandum, which is available 
in pamphlet form (price 6d. post free) on 
application to the Secretary of the TPI, 
18 Ashley-place, London, SW1. 

As you point out in your leading article, 
the cost of acquiring land in central areas 
for comprehensive redevelopment is 
formidable, but it is not so alarming as it 
seems if account is taken of the possi- 
bilities of recoupment from the enhanced 
values created. In any case, cost will 
have to be faced. We acquiesce, though 
perhaps none too cheerfully, in the pour- 
ing out, often wastefully, of fantastic 
sums on armaments ; we shall have to get 
accustomed to the idea of lavish expendi- 
ture on works of public benefit. In the 
meantime pressure should be brought to 
bear on the Government to simplify and 
clarify planning procedure and to make 
grants adequate to the needs of compre- 
hensive redevelopment.

sir,—On April 29 you published an 
article by a special correspondent on 
‘The Growth of Main Contracting in 
Scotland’; and, in your editorial com- 
ment in the same issue, you commended 
his plea for a reappraisal of a system 
which is not traditional to that country. 

I am confident that the Scottish Board 
of this Federation would heartily support 
your correspondent’s reasoned preference 
for the traditional ‘separate trades’ 
system. Indeed it has urged our Council 
on several occasions in the past ten years 
to express to Ministries, etc., similar 
views on its behalf. 

If, however, contrary views prevail, 
then the course which you _ have 
suggested to the Royal Incorporation of 
Architects in Scotland is a most proper 
one and I hope that your words will be 
heeded.

contractors. The issue is, therefore, open 
in England as well as in Scotland. 

In England, too, as your correspondent 
suggests, the immediate remedy might be 
that ‘subject to the right of the main 
contractor to carry out any particular 
trade himself, sub-contractors should 
tender direct to the architect and nomina- 
tion of those trades should be practised 
to a far greater extent than now.’ It has 
been the fashion recently to deprecate 
the nomination of sub-contractors; I 
would suggest that, as your special cor- 
respondent's article shows, there are 
dangers against which nomination was 
devised as, and remains, a safeguard.

In regard to the improved standards 
of construction that he had noted, Sir 
Harold Bellman said that it was unfor- 
tunate that a similar enlightenment had 
not yet come to the supply side of the 
building industry. Builders were surely 
entitled, he said, 15 years after the war, 
to be able to rely upon the regular supply 
and delivery of the materials that they 
ordered. He hoped that the suppliers and 
distributors of building materials would 
put their house in order and take the 
necessary steps to equate supply and 
demand. 

It was satisfactory, Sir Harold con- 
tinued, that jerry building was now re- 
duced to quite neglible proportions, but 
he appealed to those still outside the 
Council to come in and happily combine 
their own personal interests with those 
of their customers. 

Referring to the scarcity and high cost 
of land MR. C. DOUGLAS CALVERLEY, the 
retiring chairman, said that the only way 
he could differ with Sir Harold in this 
respect was to declare that the crisis was 
already upon the house building industry. 
No less than 60 per cent of builders who 
were members of the Council had said 
that they would be without land to build 
upon by 1962. 

Finally, Mr. Calverley gave it as his 
opinion that jerry building was still with 
us, despite Sir Harold Bellman’s optimistic 
views. As evidence of this, said Mr.

Matters discussed by the Professional

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ments in the lay Press offering, on behalf 
of clients, building sites for sale; tele- 
vision advertising ; and the formation of 
limited liability companies by architects. 
Three prosecutions were instituted under 
the Architects Registration Act, 1938, and 
in each case the Council was successful. 


Land for Housing Purposes 


THE REPORT of the Working Party set up 
by the National Federation of Building 
Trades Employers to inquire into land 
for housing purposes, which has now 
been submitted to the Minister of Hous- 
ing and Local Government, describes the 
present situation as one of crisis, demand- 
ing immediate action. In some areas land 
scheduled for house-building has ceased 
to exist, it is stated. 

The report suggests that all planning 
authorities should be advised to re- 
examine immediately the housing situa- 
tion in their area with a view to zoning 
additional areas of land for housing at 
the earliest possible date and that the 
consideration of such amendments to 
development plans should be _ given 
priority at the Ministry. 

With regard to green belts, the report 
suggests that more favourable considera- 
tion should be given to applications to 
build houses on the fringes of green belts 
where the land is suitable for building 
and not an essential part of the green 
belt and necessary services are available; 
and that more latitude might be allowed 
on infilling existing villages and towns 
in the green belts. It is also suggested 
that where local authorities acquire land 
for comprehensive redevelopment, in- 
cluding housing, a greater opportunity 
should be given to house-builders to con- 
tribute. We hope to publish the full 
report in an early issue. 


The Nuclear Power Programme 


THE SLOWING DOWN of the nuclear power 
building programme was announced by 
Mr. Richard Wood, Minister of Power, in 
a White Paper presented to Parliament on 
Monday, the day MP’s reassembled after 
the Whitsun recess. 

The White Paper states that ‘the 
Government have decided, in agreement 
with the authorities concerned, that the 
national interest will best be served by 
continuing, for the time being, to place 
orders for nuclear stations at the rate of 
roughly one every year. The capacity 
of individual stations is likely to increase 
so that the effect of this decision should 
be a steadily rising rate of nuclear com- 
missioning which should give the country 
about 5,000 megawatts of capacity (from 
nuclear power) in 1968.’ 


Oxford Flats Proposal 


FLATS for 200 married couples to be 
built by Oxford University are suggested 
as the best solution to the accommoda- 
tion problems of married graduates by a 
Committee on Graduates whose report 
was published on June 16 as a supplement 
to the ‘ Oxford University Gazette.’ 

The committee, set up in November last 
year by the Hebdomadal Council to ‘ con- 
sider and report on the accommodation, 
facilities and amenities provided in the 
university for graduates of this and other 


universities,’ says the flats might be 
erected in one or a number of blocks 
which should contain a variety of com- 
munal facilities. There is no mention in 
the report of where the flats might be 
built or how they would be financed, but 
a subsidy is regarded as essential. 


Gifts to Universities 


GIFTS TOTALLING £180,000 have been 
made by the Isaac Wolfson Foundation 
to two women’s colleges—£100,000 to 
New Hall, Cambridge, and £80,000 to 
St. Anne’s, Oxford. The gifts will enable 
both colleges to go ahead with plans for 
the provision of residential accommoda- 
tion for the undergraduates. 

The foundation’s grant is the largest 
single gift received so far towards the 
£14m. appeal by New Hall for building 
and endowment. 


National Buildings Record 


SIR JOHN SUMMERSON, CBE, ARIBA, FSA, 
curator of Sir John Soane’s Museum in 
Lincoln’s Inn Fields, has been appointed 
director of the National Buildings Record.

Architects’ Conference Report Continued 


The County of Londen 


BY HUBERT BENNETT 


AT THE PRESENT rate of development one 
half of the London scene will have been 
planned and rebuilt by the turn of the 
century The London that will emerge 
will result from the London County 
Council's effort to weld together some 
half a million planning applications. Re 
building is taking place in greater volume 
than ever before, and unless carefully 
controlled and restricted in the central 
areas, and encouraged in the middle and 
outer parts of the metropolis, the present 
intolerable will steadily 
worsen. 

Boom conditions have brought more 
and more employment and traffic to the 
centre and without planning restraint it 
that all essential activities and 
movement will be threatened. All new 
building in the Central Area tends to 
increase employment and traffic. This is 
a very real problem and the main cause 
of congestion. 

Parking.—Since the war 16,000 car 
parking have been provided in 
new buildings, to conform to the LCC’s 
planning standards. But the parking 
problem can only be controlled by under- 
ground and multi-storey Some 
30 to 50 multi-storey car parks holding 
up to 500 cars each may neces 
sary to clear up the problem of parking 
in inner London. Full provision for all 
present long-term parkers in inner Lon 
don could involve car parking for 30,000 
cars, involving capital investment of some 
£45m 

Unless, at least in 
the Government is willing to give finan 
cial support to a specific programme for 
the provision of multi-storey garages in 
inner London by local authorities the 
garages are not likely to be built in 
the numbers and at the speed which the 
circumstances require. 

Dispersal of Offices The policy of the 
LCC is to take office work to the suburbs 
or to new and expanding towns where the 
office workers already live. The capital 
accommodation in the country 
may be anything up to £1,000 less per 
head than comparable accommodation in

The 
construction of new offices in the suburbs 
can often facilitate major redevelopment 
projects for old district centres, reduce 
peak transport flow and provide traffic in 
the opposite direction. 


Comprehensive Development 


The most significant advance in town 
planning in London in the last 15 years 
has been in the comprehensive planning 
of nearly 6} sq. miles of the county. Com 
prehensive planning has achieved 
economies to the community and much 
greater efficiency, and is the only way of 
making redevelopment coherent in terms 
of London as a whole, although it does 
not necessarily produce good architec- 
ture. The early planning stages may take 
longer, and be intricate, difficult and often

frustrating, but in this day and age pre- 
planning is as essential in urban renewal 
as in industry. 

In Stepney-Poplar the construction of 
new schools, open space and commercial 
developments has been severely curtailed 
until recently by financial restrictions. 
[The cost of comprehensive development 
is a major problem, aggravated by the 
fact that there are no longer special 
grants as there were under the 1947 Act. 

National Need for Architect-Planners. 

There are by now probably enough 
first-rate architects among the 18,000 
members of the profession to raise the 
level of architecture in this country to 
a high standard. There is, however, a 
very great shortage of architect-planners 
with advanced training and experience. 
Yet from the point of view of the future 
of our towns, particularly their central 
areas, the contribution the skilled archi- 
tect-planners could make is of the 
greatest consequence. The purely archi- 
tectural work of an individual building 
is only one element of an architect’s con 
tribution. 


New Circumstances Demand New [ideas

WE ARE IN THE OPENING PHASES of a com 
plete reshaping of our old towns, but the 
beginnings that have so far been made 
have been confused and hesitant. The 
problems do not seem to have been pro 
perly analysed, we are not clear about 
the new city we wished to achieve, and 
the administrative and financial arrange- 
ments are as inadequate as our technical 
approach. 

All that is being achieved is a renewal 
of buildings, not a renewal of the town 
[here is no drastic reshaping to meet the 
social and technical problems of the next 
100 years. There is alarm at the develop 
ing chaos in our towns. 

The Piccadilly Circus inquiry revealed 
how difficult and uncertain was the posi- 
tion of even the largest and wealthiest 
local authority in the country in its 
attempt to secure comprehensive re 
development in an area of international 
fame and significance. 

The 1947 Town and Country Planning 
Act provided a basis for comprehensive 
redevelopment by the public authority, 
but there is nothing equivalent that 
would produce the same or better results 
on the basis of private enterprise. The

Landowners Combine 
Their Sites?——High interest rates and in 
creased land values make it impossible 
for local authorities to own land on a 
scale necessary to bring the comprehen 
sive development procedure into opera 
tion, unless interest and capital payments 
can be reduced or waived in the first 
three years. If the emphasis is to be on 
private ownership, then it is essential to 
find some way of bringing all the private 
owners of land together in a consortium. 

Must there be haphazard competition 
between development companies, insur- 
ance companies, contractors and banks 
for sites or property take-over bids, with 
a consequent haphazardness in town 
design, or can they tind sume way of 
working together? If not on an entirely 
voluntary basis, can the Government 
intervene in the same way as it has 
recently in the field of aircraft produc- 
tion when national interests are 
involved? 

Unless positive steps of this kind are 
taken to secure comprehensive land 
ownership the possibility of design co

until a much later stage when the pos 
sibilities of success are negligible. 

A Challenge to Private Enterprise 
Is this not the moment for some rethink- 
ing on planning legislation? I am con- 
vinced that there must be large-scale 
ownership, either public or private. I 
cannot recall any comprehensive design 
that has been achieved without it. If a 
private consortium could be created, 
might the local authority not be assisted 
t> assume the role of the large-scale land 
owner on a basis that would leave private 
enterprise the main initiative? 

Why not turn all land in defined decay 
ing areas ready for comprehensive 
development into leasehold land, the 
present owners paying a peppercorn rent 
until there was a change in use or accom 
modation that would entitle the authority 
to charge the appropriate ground rent, 
and so enable the community to benefit 
from the enhanced values it creates? If 
private enterprise is to have the main 
initiative then it must accept and answer 
the challenge of how our city centres are 
to be rebuilt. 

Half the property investments are said 
to be held by four insurance companies, 
so that without much difficulty a policy 
of comprehensive development could be 
encouraged by those who make the 
financial decisions. 


‘Competition by Tender’ 

The RIBA should discourage primarily 
financial * competitions by tender ' 
between developers for central sites, and 
should encourage either the preparation 
of a scheme by the local authority’s chief 
architect or by a private consultant, or 
an architectural planning competition to 
choose the best scheme, on which 
developers would tender. Architects are 


often asked by developers to prepare a 


scheme without payment on the chance 
that it will be successful. Is it, or is it 
not, a breach of the architect’s code of 
conduct for him to work on a speculative 
basis? 

Boroughs without an Architect.—With 
so many redevelopment schemes in the 
making it is disquieting to find that 37 
important county boroughs, with a total 
population of over 34m.,

The Private Car.—It is going to be 
impossible to redevelop urban centres on 
the assumption that everyone is going to 
travel everywhere by private car. A 
French engineer has calculated that in a 
town of 5m. people there would be, on an 
unrestricted basis, a tidal flow of 500,000 
vehicles an hour for which 60 motorways, 
each with 9 traffic lanes, would be 
quired. 

Such a solution is physically and finan 
cially impossible, quite apart from 
aesthetic objections. Only by spacing 
cities out at very low densities, which 
means abandoning the city as we know it 
today, and the country too, could the 
space required for roads and parking be 
provided. Priority should be given to 
public transport, which needs positive 
support and development, and unneces 
sary traffic eliminated by rationalising the 
location of shops, offices, factories and 
institutions that determine the main 
traffic flow. 

The right solution can only be 
if we look at the whole city 
whole problem. In planning, people are 
more important than vehicles. Different 
levels can give segregation of pedestrians 
from vehicles in city centres, which 
might become one large building with 
shops, concert halls, and offices all

THE GOVERNMENT should develop one or 
two new towns as laboratories for research 
into methods of design and building, and 
forms of living for the future. Cumber 
nauld is a new town based on the prin 
ciple that the basic human needs of urban 
living can best be met by compact plan 
ning, obtained not by lowering standards 
but by higher densities and complete 
integration of the space consuming 
elements in the town 

The innovations at Cumbernauld in

Shopping Centres 

Nearly all the current schemes for 
central area redevelopment are based on 
the pedestrian access principle for at least 
some of the shops, and generally there is 
protection for shoppers from the rain. All 
this shows a great advance in the com 
mercial approach to the problem of 
designing shopping facilities. But the 
perspectives are not so promising, 
embellished with patterned pavings, plant 
ing, fountains, and pretentious cliché 
ridden architecture, and as examples of 
comprehensive planning most of the 
schemes fail. 

It is the duty of the planning authority 
to ensure that such schemes fall into the 
general pattern of urban renewal for the 
town, with particular reference to access 
for vehicles and pedestrians, car parking 
and phasing. I would make a plea for 
simple buildings, some of them single 
storey, perhaps, with a lack of affectation 
and pomposity. 


Multi-Level Circulation The segrega 


tion of pedestrians and vehicles in shop 


ping centres is essential, but it is doubt 
ful whether, except in small towns, the 
pedestrian shopping precinct surrounded 
by access roads and car parks is capable 
of being developed much further. Some 
very satisfactory examples are in exist- 
ence, but the large area required for car 
parks presents a visual problem and a 
physical barrier, and the approach by car 
is always to the backs. 

The ultimate solution of multi-level 
centres, with cars and_ pedestrians 
separated vertically, is likely to be more 
satisfying functionally and visually. 

Flats Need Amenities—tIin housing, 
particularly near the central area, there 
was likely to be a need for multi-storey 
blocks with lifts. But if people were to 
be satisfied to live in flats or maisonettes 
they must be provided with amenities 
better than those in a house with direct 
access at ground level — convenient 
sufficient space, facilities for 
storage and drying clothes. 

Changes in  Shopping.—The current 
methods of assessing shopping needs are 
unscientific in the extreme. There are 
likely to be considerable changes (large- 
scale distribution, the decline of the 
independent trader, growth of multiple 
organisations, self-service and automatic 
selling) in the pattern of retailing, which 
will have a profound effect on the design 
of shopping centres which must be able 
to adapt themselves to unforeseen changes 
if they are to avoid obsolescence. The 
essential need is flexibility in the use of 
space, which might well lead to larger 
building units on a more comprehensive 
basis than hitherto

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Comprehensive Development 

While commercial areas will be 
developed for economic reasons, the re 
development of obsolete housing areas is 
unattractive to private enterprise, and it 
is difficult to see what contribution to 
urban renewal can be made by the smaller 
local authorities. This is a matter for 
Government study and action, as part of 
a comprehensive urban renewal policy. 
[hree points stand out: 

(i) Slum clearance is obsoijete in 
effect since the aim should be re 
development and not merely clearance. 
Instead there should be comprehensive 
development areas. 

(ii) Town planning grants should be 
restored for such areas. 

(iii) Since road improvements would 
be the occasion for much redevelop- 
ment, it is essential that grants should 
cover the whole area required for re 
development, and not be restricted (as 
at present) to the land required for 
the road. 

The Architect in Town Planning.—The 
architect is in a strong position to fill 
the role of leader of the technical town 
planning team (all the members of which 
have a vital role to play), but only if he 
has ability to work in a team, has the 
faculty of leadership, and has taken a 
post-graduate course in planning. We 
must prove ourselves worthy of this posi- 
tion, and not expect it by right.

Opening the discussion, MR. H. S. HOW 
GRAVE-GRAHAM (Crawley New Town) said 
that the subject of the conference was 
one of the most vital facing the country 
and the architectural profession. He 
would like to make one or two sugges 
tions. On car parking, it must be 
decided, if a solution was to be found, 
who was entitled to park a car and who 
was going to pay for it. In new office 
buildings, one car space for every 350 
sq. ft. of office space was being required;

On Mr. Ling’s paper, he would put in a 
plea for public ownership as being prefer- 
able to private ownership in central 
redevelopment areas. 

‘And finally,” said Mr. Howgrave 
Graham, ‘may we have more leadership 
from the Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government? ’ 

MR. NOEL TWEDDELL, OBE FRIBA, repre- 
senting the Civic Trust and SPAB, 
expressed the view that under existing 
planning machinery we could not re- 
develop our cities. ‘On the one hand 
there are the local authorities which can 
get the land but which cannot meet the 
financial calls. The present planning 
Acts do not make any satisfactory con- 
tributions to the problem, and I would 
support Mr. Ling’s scheme for compre- 
hensive plan approval.’ There was, in his 
view, a split at all levels between plan- 
ning and traffic responsibilities, and until 
that split was healed we should not get 
anywhere 

‘The New Towns,’ continued Mr. 
Tweddell, ‘ could not have been built by 
the same procedure that we are using in 
trying to rebuild our city centres. The 
New Towns Act followed a report by the 
Reith Committee, and it may well be 
that a Reith Committee on urban renewal 
is needed to outline possible machinery. 
The public is not apathetic, but it wants 
a lead, and it is up to architects to give 
that lead.’ 

MR. ALWYN SHEPPARD FIDLER (Birming- 
ham) made the point that many city and 
borough architects were not planning 
officers in their own municipalities; it 
was right that they should be, and the 
RIBA should press for fuller participa-

Three Suggestions 


Sir Keith put forward some suggestions 
for consideration by the Conference 
First, with regard to traffic, he thought 
that there was not enough consideration 
given by architects and planners to ways 
and means of separating pedestrians from 
traffic. Second, with regard to redevelop 
ment in central areas, much more could 
be done to improve appearance by simple 
‘face-lifting’ of buildings; properly 
carried out it could be a useful second 
best. Third. in redevelopment, we did 
not want to see the process continued of 
separating offices and housing, a process 
which caused the City to become dead at 
night. For that reason he welcomed the 
Barbican scheme. 

‘All this,’ declared Sir Keith, ‘is a 
challenge to the architect. Architects 
must study their own lives, for they have 
sometimes been like spectators at a foot 
ball match who complain from the side 
lines but play no active part in the game. 
And local authorities must the 
advice of architects on matters con 
cerned with design, especially on the 
great issues of urban renewal.’

had been given in the various Planning 
Acts, but broadly speaking we had not 
solved the problem of betterment, we 
had just abandoned it. Inherent in the 
question was the idea that central land 
development must cause land values to 
rise; he was not convinced that the value 
of the new assets was always greater in 
terms of land value, though it might be 
in terms of social improvement. MR. 
MARSHALL thought that we were apt to 
think that everything should happen all 
at once. There had been great advances 
in public ownership of central ‘sites, but 
this was not always possible. Some of 
the proposals put forward were interest- 
ing but he could see tremendous advan 
tages in local authorities owning land. 
The progress made in Coventry and in the 
New Towns proved it. The problems of 
betterment were then solved for ever. SIR 
KEITH JOSEPH Said that there was nothing 
to stop local authorities negotiating 
peppercorn terms when acquiring 
property. Powers were possessed by the 
Minister to approve arrangements of this 
kind. 

Attention has been focused on the 
Ministry of Transport which it has been 
said does not know what to do with the 
traffic and is lagging behind in road plan- 
ning. Does the panel agree, and how does 
it consider that road planning can best 
be integrated with regional and town 
planning? 

MR. WILLIAMS thought that the Minister 
of Transport’s idea of setting up regional 
trafhc committees was a good one, but he 
should now go further and set up a study 
group to get basic data; this should be 
at work now. It was a sorry thing that 
planners should be relying on casual con- 
tributions got together by professional or 
technical bodies. One single profession 
alone could not accomplish what was 
wanted. MR. WEBB said that to get new 
roads one had to acquire property and 
then to remove and rehouse people. 

It had been said that green belts were 
finished unless action be taken to relieve 
the pressure on them by a continuous 
policy of building new towns and renew- 
ing old ones. What are the views of the 
panel? 

SIR KEITH JOSEPH said he was glad of 
the opportunity to refute the idea that the 
Ministry of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment had gone away from the policy of 
protecting green belts (applause). But 
green belts could only make sense if there 
were places where people could build, and 
that was why the policy of the expanded 
towns was so important. His Minister, 
Mr. Brooke, had said that additional New 
Towns were not necessarily to be ex- 
cluded from consideration. MR. WEBB 
said that the policy of the expanded town 
could greatly help, and there were some 
towns which, with the help of the LCC, 
were now taking on a new lease of life. 

The study group felt strongly that the 
older industrial towns which were not 
attracting developers and were decaying 
should not be left to rot but required 
energetic Government assistance. Does 
the panel agree, and what form might this 
assistance take?

MR. MARSHALL said there was great 
need for grants for such towns, though it 
must be recognised that there were some 
towns where such operations would not 
be remunerative There would inevit 
ably be some cost to public funds. Co 
operation between the authority 
and the Government was essential. SIR 
KEITH JOSEPH pointed out that such 
towns already got the lion’s share of the 
Rates Deficiency grant. He recognised, 
however, that this was a problem, and 
it was one which the Ministry’s urban 
renewal study group would be looking 
into.

Sir Thomas Bennett's 
Analysis 

In a summary of the discussion up to 
that point, SIR THOMAS BENNETT, KBE, 
FRIBA, Said that the question of urban 
redevelopment fell under three heads. 
First came the redevelopment of town 
centres. This, he thought, was the easiest 
part of the problem, for such sites were 
highly profitable, but it had to be recog- 
nised that the developer, whether public 
or private, had no idea of what the 
Ministry of Transport proposed for traffic 
needs. 

‘The Ministry of Transport,’ declared 
Sir Thomas, ‘is hopelessly behind its 
job. Unless it can produce its informa 
tion much earlier and in a much more 
definite manner, it is going to hamper 
planning.’ Piecemeal planning was no 
good, he continued. Comprehensive 
planning was essential, and comprehen- 
sive land ownership in some form or 
another was necessary, though he recog- 
nised that there were grave difficulties in 
the way. 

The second form of urban develop- 
ment were the so-called ‘ twilight areas,’ 
where the essential problem was to apply 
modern intelligent ideas of living to areas 
created in a different age. ‘ This prob- 
lem, too, must be tackled quickly for 
even if everyone concerned begins to 
consider the implications now, it would 
yet be several years before a programme 
could be ready for the building industry.’ 

The third facet of urban renewal 
was the problem presented by those 
towns which were scabs on the country- 
side—towns which were often concerned 
with pottery, coal and cotton. These 
could not claim to have a very bright 
future unless they took advantage of the 
Expanded Towns Act and made efforts 
to get new industries and to expand. 


Collaboration Between Ministries 


‘The most serious thing,’ continued 
Sir Thomas, ‘ is the divorce between the 
Ministries of Transport and of Housing 
and Local Government and the Board of 
Trade. These should combine forces 
with other interested agencies to set up a 
joint body which should study the prob 
lems we are discussing today, even if it 
did take them ten or fifteen years. Unless 
some body such as this is set up, 
shall not arrive at any solution. 

‘Also, we strongly feel that the 
Ministry of Housing and Local Govern 
ment, with “Planning” added to its 
name, should have a _ bigger say in 
development rather than the needs of

Discussion 


MR. D. RIGBY CHILDS said he had been 
reading the principal papers in conjunc 
tion with Mr. William Allen’s paper read 
recently to the RIBA, and he felt that 
architects’ responsibility needed defining, 
as designers of buildings and designers 
of environment. At the beginning of this 
new phase of development in the Insti 
tute’s progress, we should bring together 
people who could find out what made a 
town ‘tick’ and study the whole field of 
environmental design. Unless the pro- 
fession did this, it would not justify any 
opinions it might publicly offer. 

COL. L. K. WATSON felt that it was 
necessary to have a new Ministry of 
Planning and Redevelopment, or of 
Redevelopment and Planning. Sir Keith 
Joseph had said that nothing needed to 
be done with the Planning Acts if coun 
cils made proper use of them and of the 
advice that was available. But most of 
the Councils were not experienced, and 
easy prey for the developers 
(applause). As to the Green Belts, Sir 
Keith had got a different picture from 
those who lived, as he (the speaker) did, 
in one of them. Quicker decisions on 
applications would much help in solving 
problems. On redevelopment of central 
areas, he would like to suggest that if 
money were made available for this pur- 
pose, it should be conditional that the 
Minister was satisfied that proper pro 
fessional advice had been sought. ‘ The 
public’ declared Col. Watson, ‘ is browned 
off with planning. No one explains it, 
and something must be done to remedy 
this; it requires a good prodding from 
the top.’ There was also great waste of 
potential material in the failure to use 
the services of private town-planners. 

MR. J. E. TYRRELL (Gosport) was con- 
cerned with the position of smaller local 
authorities. He said that new legislation 
must be introduced to allow private 
enterprise to play a part in redevelop- 
ment. The solution to the roads prob- 
lem in towns lay, he felt, in the multi- 
storey garage; Government help was 
needed to acquire sites early. As to the 
green belt, contrary to anything Sir Keith 
Joseph might say, it was being nibbled 
away. 

MR. F. W. DAVEY (Stepney) said that re- 
development of the ‘ twilight areas’ and 
of the out-town development should go 
on together. 

MR. J. L. BERBIERS (Canterbury) thought 
we were in danger of creating hygienic 
slums in the form of great blocks of flats 
and houses on the outskirts of many 
country depressing in the

could provide those garages if the 
Government gave a firm decision that 
street parking would be banned in urban 
areas. There would be no difficulty over 
money if this could be made available 
over 60 years instead of the present 20; 
then there would be no need for subsidy. 
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MR. BRIAN BUNCH (Northampton) said 
that only two speakers in two days had 
mentioned the people. We could all do 
a great deal as individuals, he said, in 
preaching the gospel of amenity plan- 
ning. It was as important to speak to the 
people as to Ministers. 

MR. C. H. ELSOM (London) said he would 
like to ask the Minister two questions. 
First, Sir Keith had said that protection 
was only given to green belts that had 
been ratified. How many of these were 
there? He (the speaker) had an awful 
feeling there were only two. Second, Sir 
Keith had advised councils wishing to 
undertake redevelopment to acquire land 
on peppercorn terms. Did this mean that 
Mr. Bennett, the LCC architect, could 
now ask Mr. Brooke for £50m. to take 
over Piccadilly? 

SIK KEITH JOSEPH Said that he could not 
say how many green belts had been 
designated, but he would repeat what 
he had earlier said: namely that from 
the moment an authority put in a 
scheme, planning applications were 
treated as though the scheme had been 
designated. With regard to Mr. Elsom’s 
second point, any authority was free to 
put in an application for help in acquiring 
central sites; his Minister was also free 
to do what he liked! But a number of 
local authorities were making use of this 


kind of procedure. 

MR. H. S. HOWGRAVE-GRAHAM (Crawley) 
said he would like to see every county 
and borough council employ a landscape 
architect to make sure that in urban re- 
newal there was no spoiling of what was 
already pleasant. 

SIR WILLIAM HOLFORD (London) spoke 
on the problems of multi-level living in 
central areas, and of the need to segregate 
traffic and pedestrians. The question of 
pedestrians and of their rights on the 
roads should be considered by _ the 
Ministry of Transport as part of road 
planning. He (Sir William) visualised 
escalators and even moving pavements in 
busy cities. 


Summing-Up of the 
Conference 
Summing-up the conference, MR, E 
MAXWELL FRY, CBE, FRIBA, recommended 
a commission of inquiry which would pro 
pose some unified machinery for carry- 
ing out the tremendous task of making 
Britain a better place to live in. ‘ Much of 
the discussion has ranged round points of 
detail,’ said Mr. Fry, ‘ but that should not 
disguise the fact that architects, deep 
down in their hearts, feel that something 
is wrong with the present planning set-up 

and that this must be put right.’ 


The Conference Banquet 
‘A Bright Future for Architects ' 


THE FUTURE had never 
for architects as it is today, said MR. 
BASIL SPENCE, KNIGHT-DESIGNATE, presi- 
dent of the RIBA, at the Institute’s dinner 
in Manchester on Friday at the end of the 
annual conference. ‘Never have oppor- 
tunities existed as they do now. The 
future is in your hands, and it is a bright 
one.” 

Summing up at the end of his two 
years’ presidency of the Institute, Mr. 
Spence said it was intended to raise the 
educational standard and the standard of 
entry into the profession. If he had any 
criticism it was of the attitude of younger 
architects to the older members of the 
profession. ‘It is a bad thing. We must 
be a solid profession and we must put 
up a solid front. Of course, we have our 
cranks. I always think of cranks as 
roughage, and roughage is essential to 
good digestion. Let us welcome our 
cranks; let them always be with us; and 
let them be in the right proportions,’ he 
said. 

Referring to his recent visit to New 
York, Mr. Spence said he had seen some 
‘crisp, clean, cellophane-wrapped build- 
ings, with repetition for the sake of 
repetition, gimmicks for the sake of gim 
micks, and gadgets for the sake of 
gadgets.’ And he added: ‘ Let’s not try 
to match them.’ 

SIR WILLIAM HOLFORD, president-elect, 
in proposing ‘ the guests’ referred to the 
boom in building. The conference had 
thrown up the need to secure co- 
ordinated development which was com- 
prehensive enough to secure traffic 
improvements; to combine public advan- 
tage with private profit; and to enable a

‘Architects must learn to combine with 
members of other professions to achieve 
this, and I hope that developers will also 
combine so that we may get the most out 
of our cities,’ he said. ‘If architects are 
given the tools they can finish the job, 
and if they are given the confidence of 
the public and developers they will 
undertake to provide better service, and, 
in the end, cheaper buildings with designs 
that touch the imagination and do some- 
thing more than just meet a schedule.’ 

Sir William thanked the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government, Mr. 
Henry Brooke, for dealing with the Picca- 
dilly Circus inquiry ‘so seriously and so 
well.’ It had been hard luck on Mr. Jack 
Cotton, he said, to find himself the 
centre of a ‘cause celebre’ as the result 
of an unlucky Press conference. The 
Minister had recognised there were im- 
portant principles at stake and _ had 
treated Piccadilly as a test case. 

The ball was now back in the archi 
tects’ court and a comprehensive design 
had to be worked out with many people 
interested in what was going to happen. 
‘But at least the occasion has been re- 
made, and we have another chance to 
rise to it,’ Sir William said. 

Sir William referred to the part being 
played by the Press in ‘this critical 
situation,’ and praised the many pre- 
conference features in the technical Press 
which had focused so much attention 
on the theme of urban renewal.

Eastern Federation 


Fresident Confident of Continued Stability 


CONFIDENCE in the: future and satisfaction 
at the high level of building work at 
present available in the eastern counties 
were expressed by MR. D. M. CHASTON, 
FIOB, president of the Eastern Federation 
of Building Trades Employers, when he 
presented the Half Yearly Review to the 
Federation’s summer meeting at Lowes- 
toft on June 14. 

‘ Last year,’ said Mr. Chaston, ‘ was one 
of sound economic growth in which the 
building industry shared. Building 
activity and output seem likely to reach 
an even higher level in 1960. The feeling 
is widespread that the recent improve- 
ment in our economic position is soundly 
based and that the government. fully 
alive to the dangers of a further bout of 
inflation, are prepared to take firm and 
prompt measures to prevent it. It is 
natural that our industry should be pre- 
occupied to some extent with the dangers 
of inflation since we are among the 
earliest and greatest sufferers when a 
policy of credit restraint is put into opera- 
tion. The period of uncertainty which 
followed the Chancellor’s budget warn- 
ing on restraining measures was _ ter- 
minated by the announcement on hire 
purchase controls. The immediate pres- 
pect is now one of continuing stability 
with consequent benefit to business con- 
fidence.’ 

Commenting on prices, the president 
stated that the keen pricing of contract 
work which was a corollary to falling 
demand during the recent recession, is 
still evident. ‘While it is obviously in 
the interests of the customer as well as 
the builder,’ he continued, ‘that a fair 
and reasonable price should be paid for 
building work, we as advocates of free 
enterprise must not seek to divorce the 
disadvantages from the advantages of the 
highly competitive system which is the 
natural consequence of the freedom we 
seek. 

‘In establishing a satisfactory level of 
prices for building work, contractors 
must give more thought to the future 
capital investment needs of their busi- 


nesses and the adequacy of reserves for 
those commitments which will certainly 
face contractors in the era of change.’ 
Brick supplies gave cause for concern 
and Mr. Chaston stated that the shortage 
of 1959 was likely to be intensified in 
1960 with demand outstripping supply. 
With lengthening delivery dates the pros- 
pects for the summer months were by no 
means bright. Dealing with the housing 
situation he spoke of the increasing par- 
ticipation by private enterprise in the 
high overall level of house production. 
The strong demand for home ownership 
remained relatively undeterred by rising 
prices due to increasing cost of building 
land and higher mortgage interest rates. 
The availability of land was a problem 
which the Federation was facing and the 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment was apparently confident that suffi- 
cient land had been scheduled to meet 
the needs of an increasing population 
with a steadily rising standard of living. 
In conclusion the president expressed 
satisfaction that the return to better 
times in the industry had resulted in 
improved apprenticeship recruitment 
figures but there was still plenty of scope 
for more boys to be recruited and trained.

The Operatives’ Conference 


Call for Nationalisation of Land and Building Materials 


DELEGATES of unions representing 500,000 
workers in the National Federation of 
Building Trades Operatives carried a reso- 
lution without dissent at Troon on June 
16 in support of nationalisation in general 
and that of building, land and manufac- 
ture of building materials in particular. 
The resolution was moved by MR. L 
MCGREE, who was speaking as a repre- 
sentative of the north-western regional 
council of the NFBTO. 

Alarm was expressed by MR. E. S 
TAYLOR, president of the Amalgamated 
Society of Woodworkers, at employers’ 
proposals for a new system of graded 
skills among building craftsmen. His 


union, he said, would not tolerate the 
creation of a new kind of building opera- 
tive with limited skill or qualified in more 
than one trade. If this kind of thing 
were encouraged, they would not go along 
with the federation, whose leaders had 
no mandate to discuss it with the em- 
ployers. 

MR. H. J. O. WEAVER, vice-president of 
the federation, said that nothing was 
settled yet and they could hardly stop 
employers or anyone else from holding 
an investigation to reappraise building 
skills. 

The Minister of Works, LORD JOHN 
HOPE, also addressed the Conference.

‘New Look’ in Hospitals 
Efficiency’s Part in NHS Achievements 


‘ THE WELCOME NEW LOOK’ which is being 
given to the hospital building programme 
was referred to by the Minister of Health, 
MR. DEREK WALKER. SMITH, Qc, when he 
addressed the NALGO annual conference 
at Brighton on June 17. 

‘In our hospital building programme,’ 
he said, ‘we can measure the progress 
both in money terms and in actual build- 
ing. By last year we provided £22m.; 
this year £254m.; and next year it will be 
£3lm. We have, in fact, over the last 
five years more than doubled the money 
available, and will continue our upward 
progression. Indeed, next year we expect 
to devote to hospital building about the 
same amount as in the whole of the first 
four years of the Health Service.’ 

The figures of new schemes showed an 
equally striking advance. By the begin- 
ning of this year there were 180 major 
schemes at various stages of building 
or planning. more than 30 of them being 
schemes of over £]1m. Among the 
schemes were 8 new hospitals partly com 
pleted, 9 new hospitals started and 17 
being planned.

Failure to Enclose a Hoist 
Builders Fined £100 for Breach of Safety Regulations 


By a Legal Correspondent 


AT THE MIDDLETON MAGISTRATES’ COURT on 
April 11 a London firm were fined £100 
in total for two contraventions of Regula 
tion 66(I) of the Building (Safety Health 
and Welfare) Regulations 1948 for not 
sufficiently protecting the hoist way of a 
barrow hoist at all points at which per 
sons were liable to be struck by moving 
parts of the hoist. 


The firm, who were specialists in rein

The side of vocational 
prisons is well in hand. Not all institu 
tions, can claim the success 
achieved by Leyhill; neither the potential 
nor the working conditions are always 
comparable. As a result, not all institu 
tions can be equally successful in placing 
the men when their time is up, though 
welfare officers play fair with prospective 
employers by not recommending unsuit 
able material. Always, of course, the 
firm’s representative approached (usually 
the managing director) is put in posses 
sion of the full facts.

ARCHITECTS of the ‘ contemporary * school 

have always had a weakness for catch 

phrases and nicknames. Louis Sullivan 
was early in the field with his ‘ Form 
follows Function.’ Frank Lloyd Wright, 
his pupil, then coined the phrase ‘ Organic 

Architecture’ to describe his own par 

ticular brand of work. Gropius was not 

far behind with his ‘ Bauhaus Idea’ and 

‘Total Architecture,’ soon to be followed 

by Le Corbusier with his ‘ Machine for 

Living.’ 


Richard Neutra (once a pupil of Frank 
Lloyd Wright), to describe his own work, 
has invented the phrase ‘ Biological 
Architecture” because, according to the 
author of this book, ‘it does not stem 
from aesthetical or practical considera 
tions but rather from the harmonious 
working together of the whole through 
the psycho-biological feelings produced.’ 
Perhaps so, but it sounds rather un 
convincing. 


Looking at the plans of Mr. Neutra’s 
houses one finds all the old familiar 
accommodation denoted by LR, BR, K, B, 
den, carport, etc. The only apparent 
novelties are * conversation corner’ and 
‘rumpus room’ which, of course, may 
have something to do with the owners’ 
psycho-biological feelings, but they are 
certainly a practical consideration. Con 
versation and rumpus often occur simul 
taneously in an ordinary room, so there

may be something in the idea of pro 
viding separate accommodation for these 
manifestations of the human spirit. 


It is hard to believe, too, after turning 
the pages of this book, that Mr 
Neutra aloof to ‘ aesthetical con 
siderations’; in fact, on page 107, there 
reference to the “eye appeal’ of 
architecture. It is a pity that this finely 
produced and stimulating book should be

The Next Review of 
Development Plans 
IN THE COURSE. of his paper on this sub- 
ject, Mr. James said: It is now ten years 
since the first development plans, pre 
pared under. the 1947 Act, came before 
the Minister for his approval. However 
critical one may be of much of the detail 
n these first plans, their underlying 
assumptions, their partial failure in the 
event to deal with the issues of overspill, 
redevelopment and _ traffic congestion, 
their lack of precision in guiding and 
controlling building by public and private 
enterprise, and their professional 
mystique which is clearly not understood 
by the public, they nevertheless represent 
a considerable achievement which is the 
envy of all countries concerned with town 
ind country planning The published 
reports of survey are a mine of informa 
tion on the social needs, economic status 
and physical characteristics of every part 
of the country and of the chief towns in 
particular. Their proposals are generally 
thoughtful and comprehensive and they 
have taken us fairly successfully through 
a period of great social and technical 
change by affording a necessary frame 
work for the development 
control. 

Public understanding.—-A 
need to be said on the form 
review should take. It has been the 
general intention of my department to 
simplify wherever possible the procedure 
of preparing, presenting and operating 
development plans, no easy task with 
such a complicated subject where so many 
interests are involved. Behind _ this 
intention lies the principle of helping the 
general public to- understand what a 
plan really. is, enabling the average 
person to ‘find his way’ about a plan 
and to see for himself what effect new 
proposals may have on his locality, per 
haps on his own property. Statutory 
plans for submission to the Minister have 
to be precise documents cast in a legal 
mould, and the tendency has been for 
them to be prepared in such a way as to 
be comprehensible to professional 
persons but not always to the lay public. 
There is little we can do to change the 
rigid form of the plan itself, but the 
written matter that forms part of it (the 
Analysis and Written Statement) should 
be plain to everyone and should as far 
as possible clarify proposals that are diffi 
cult to appreciate from the town or 
county map. The recent regulations 
(Statutory Instrument 1581 of 1959) go 
some way to this end, for they deal,

among other things, with the transfer of 
certain information from maps to the 
Written Statement, as well as introducing 
new inset maps to give more precision to 
parts of the county map. Despite im 
provements of this kind in the statutory 
presentation of plans, I believe that the 
best way of making plans meaningful to 
the public is by providing non-statutory 
texts in simple descriptive language, by 
arranging exhibitions with models, draw 
ings and photographs, and by promoting 
public discussions on the proposals, both 
before and after the formal submission 

Consultation with various representa 
tive bodies in the early stages of the 
review work might frequently avoid 
objections being raised to the new pro- 
posals. Many planning authorities are 
co-operative in this respect, but I believe 
a lot more may be achieved by obtaining 
active and formative proposals from those 
bodies, the CPRE, for example, and 
others interested in buildings of historic 
and architectural value, than by awaiting 
their objections to the proposals at the 
formal stage. 

The Written Statement Experience of 
development control has shown the need

Indication of Changes 

The amendment map.—The form the 
new proposals should take (in the amend 
ment map) will largely depend on the 
number of changes proposed. Where 
these are relatively few the best method 
may be to adopt the ‘ box system,’ which 
not only pinpoints the location of the 
new proposals but shows clearly the 
intended new use for the land. In cases 
where there is an accumulation of many 
changes since the first submission (or last 
review) and new proposals are numerous 
too, then it may be more sensible to re 
draw the whole map.

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Development at Ham 
Common Refused on 
Appeal 


IN NOVEMBER, last, Mr. T. C. Smith, of 
Ham Common Investments Ltd., appealed 
against the refusal of Kingston and Rich- 
mond councils to give permission for the 
erection of 34 flats and 16 garages. The 
site at Ellaston, Church-road, Ham Com- 
mon, is partly in Kingston and partly in 
Richmond. 


The Minister has dismissed the appeal 
saying that the inspector who conducted 
the inquiry had observed that this attrac- 
tive part of Ham Common possessed 
many features which well merited the 
special attention given to it by the 
councils concerned. He considers the 
planning policy for the fringe area of the 
common is clear cut and consistent, in 
spite of isolated pieces of flat develop- 
ment permitted on the west of Upper 
Ham-road, where circumstances and con 
ditions were different. 


From a planning point of view, the 
Minister says, the present proposal has 
little merit and it would overdevelop the 
site and seriously injure the amenities of 
the area and in particular of the adjoin- 
ing houses. These demerits could not, in 
his opinion, be overcome by good design 
of elevations, or by careful landscaping 
of gardens and they would exist however 
well the site were screened from the view 
of the public. 

The two councils contended at the 
inquiry that the proposed density was too 
high and that the flats would not fit in 
either with the modern detached houses 
of Parkleys or with the larger ones in 
Church-road. Many residents objected 
to the scheme. 


Minister Allows Public 
House on Residential 
Estate 


THE QUESTION whether the introduction 
of a public house into a residential estate 
would be detrimental to the amenities 
arose during the course of a _ public 
inquiry held in December of last year 
into an appeal by Wolverhampton and 
Dudley Breweries, Ltd., against the 
refusal of Walsall Town Council to 
permit them to build licensed premises 
on a half-acre site in Fishley-lane, Blox 
wich. 


In allowing the appeal, the Minister 
has rejected the views of the local plan 
ning authority and the recommendation 
of his Inspector

The Inspector recommended fhat the 
appeal should be dismissed. The public 
house, he said, would be an _ isolated 
building and people leaving it late at 
night would naturally cause a certain 
amount of noise, which might be disturb 
ing to the quietness normally expected 
in a solely residential area. 

In over-ruling this recommendation, 
and allowing the appeal, the Minister 
notes the Council's view that. the 
amenities of neighbouring residents 
would be adversely affected by the appel 
lants’ proposal, but it would seem, he 
says, that this view could not have been 
related to the residents opposite the 
appeal site, for in their lay-out of the 
Lower Farm Estate the Council had them 
selves sited the proposed public house 
opposite dwellings. Thus it would seem 
that the Council were mainly concerned 
with the amenities of any houses that 
might be built on the east side of Fishley- 
lane 

It seemed to the Minister that the 
development of this half-acre site for 
licensed premises need not prevent the 
satisfactory development of the adjoining 
land for residential purposes, even if no 
other non-residential development took 
place around the site. 


Minister Allows Bungalow 
at Rear of Epsom House 


THE PROPOSED erection by Mr. D. F 
Denniss of a bungalow on land at the 
rear of 1, Burgh Heath-road, Epsom, has 
been approved by the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, on appeal. 


The appeal site, with a frontage of 65 
ft. to Rosebery-avenue and a depth of 
75 ft. forms part of the back garden of 
one of a group of houses fronting Burgh 
Heath-road and Church-street in one of 
the older residential areas. 


The appellant, at an inquiry into his 
appeal, said he had no intention of con- 
verting his house into flats [as was en- 
visaged by the planning authority] but 
was unable to maintain a large garden and 
wanted to sell part of it for the erection 
of a bungalow. The plot was screened 
from his house by a line of shrubs, and 
a dwelling could be built there without 
detriment to adjoining properties. The 
proposed bungalow would be of an attrac 
tive design and the development would 
be in conformity with the general 
character of the district, where the pro 
perties were smaller than in the area of 
spacious development south and west of 
Burgh Heath-road. 

He contended that the council's refusal 
of planning permission was inconsistent 
with other decisions made by the council 
whereby they had permitted houses to be 
built in similar circumstances back- 
land and sub-divided plots.

It was pointed out on behalf of the 
planning authority that in other cases 
where the development of severed land 
had been allowed, the plots were con 
siderably larger than the appeal site. 


The Inspector, in his report to the 
Minister, observed that the density of 
building in the block of development in 
which the appeal site lay was certainly 
higher than that of the general surround 
ings. While he did not think that the 
occupiers of adjacent properties would 
suffer much loss of privacy by the pro 
posed development, he was of the opinion 
that the severance would result in a size 
of plot and of building so small as to be 
out of keeping with the surrounding pro 
perty. The development, if approved, 
might well lead to similar applications 
which could not consistently be refused. 
The existing garden of 1 Burgh Heath 
road was not unduly large for the class 
of property in the area, and the appel 
lant’s inability to maintain the garden 
was an insufficient reason for allowing 
development which would be detrimental 
to the general character of the district 
He recommended that the appeal be dis 
missed. 


The Minister, in the course of his 
decision, notes that there are pro 
perties in this island block which are 
smaller than the appeal site and one of 
comparable size, and that Rosebery 
avenue is a street of full by-law width 
He appreciates the Council’s concern to 
maintain the character of the area, but 
in his opinion development on the Rose 
bery-avenue frontage would be in keep 
ing with residential development immedi 
ately to the north and would not bé over 
looked by the lower density development 
to the south. Accordingly, he has decided 
to allow the appeal

The land comprises 
28 houses and other premises, including 4 
shops and a laundry receiving office. It is 
proposed that part of the land zoned for 
residential and hospital purposes shall be 
cleared (for about £6,000) but not acquired; 
negotiations are proceeding for the purchase 
by agreement. of the remainder of the land 
which is Crown property zoned for public 
open space. It is estimated that this, together 
with the clearance and partial redevelop- 
ment of this part of the land, will cost £6,000. 
Fifty-three persons will need to be rehoused 
from these areas and a small adjoining area 
zoned for hospital purposes and recently 
acquired by the Ministry of Health 

BERMONDSEY.—Acquisition of Property. 

The LCC Parks Com. propose that four 
properties in Grange-rd., Bermondsey, should 
be purchased for addition to Bermondsey 
Spa open space and for road improvement. 
It is also proposed that the remainder of 
Canon Murnane-rd. between Grange-rd. and 
Bermondsey Spa should be closed.

DEPTFORD.—Acquisition of Site. 
LCC Housing Com. propose to

chase if necessary) a site of about 2.33 acres 
as an extension to its Windmill-la. site, 
Deptford. Part of the site is clear of build- 
ings. On the remainder are about 27 old two- 
storey houses. About 40 families will be 
displaced and about 65 new dwellings could 
be erected.

DEPTFORD.—New School.—Preliminary 
plans have been approved by the LCC Ed.

The 
infants’ and junior classrooms will be in 
separate single-storey buildings linked to the 
assembly hall by covered ways.
